Grover Hughes Runs One of His Good Races When 
Not Expected — Bonanza First in a Close 
Finish — Broom sedge Wins. 



Cincinnati. O.. October 18. — Grover Hughes dis- 
played an acrobatic iierforiuance when he accounted 
l<*r the three-quarters handicap at Latonia t**day 
from u hand of good sprinters after a well main- 
tained effort and being a contender from the start. 
Vogue landed K**coud place and Prince llerinis was 
third. The winner showed much speed this after- 
noon. as he often has done t»efore. 

Wet and disagreeable weather detracted much 
from the racing, in additiou t<» reducing the attend- 
ance front its former good standard. The volume of 
s|MH*ulati<«i also sluui|»ed, but was surprisingly good 
on the whole. Some of the contests wen* hard 
f< -tight aud in the case of Bonanza and Father Riley 
the last stride determined the result. Backers of 
favorites again fared i»oorly, but all the winners 
eame in for literal support. 

Jefferson Livingston <*outributed two of today’s 
favorites of the afternoon in Sansyming and White 
frown. The first named landed seeond. Alex Getz 
beating him handily, hut White Crown failed to gaiu 
a place. Kroomsedge. Transport and Joe Stein divid- 
ing the parses in the order named. Impressive was tlu* 
first favorite to get to the finish in front. Prince 
Kermis was the next to fail. Bonanza wu the 
choice in the fifth and HiK-nir in the sixth, Hie 
latter’s defeat by Royal Interest was a costly 
Jolt for his many supporters. .He might have won 
had Martin allowed him to race out into a long lead 
instead of employing tin* restraining methods he 
did for the first half mile. 

The four broodmares and foal* bought by trainer 
Cliff I la m moil in England, for E. K. Bradley’s ac- 
i-omit. have been shipiM-d aud are expected in New 
York Octolter 23. 

Grover Hughes’ improved allowing this afternoon 
may have been due to his running without bar 
plates. 

Jockeys Guy and Herliert today piloted their first 
winners of the fall season on a Kentucky track. 

Following Royal Interest’s victory he was bought 
by J. W. Gold Ida tt for $750 at private sale. 

To dissolve a partnership in Itiugling and Miss 
Fielder, tlie lwo were offered at auction licfore the 
racing and were Isiugtit hy F. I>. Weir for $500 and 
$300 reflectively. Wilhite was also sold by auction 
atld Ismglit by W. F. Knelsdkamp for $1,150. W. 
G. Yanke also sold on private terms the horses 
Billy Joe to K. I’. Dickinson and Oakland to W. 
K. Applegate. The sale of the trio leaves W. G. 
Yanke with only Brave, which lie has turned out 
at W. F. Schulte’s farm near Louisville. Yanke 

will go to California next winter.

PREPARING BRISKLY AT NEW ORLEANS. 



That there will Ik* no catering to the poorer class 
of |K*opk> in the coming race meeting of the Business 
Men’s Kaciug Association was evidenced yesterday 
when formal announcement was made that the price 
of admissi< 4 i to the grounds for men will be two 
dollars and for women one dollar. The free list, as 
last winter, will be absolutely suspended. No min- 
ors, whether accompanied by parents or not, will 
lie admitted to the grounds, and the same attention 
to details that marked last winter’s meeting aud 
which caused, at its close, to Ik* carried to the north 
the report that it was the best policed meeting ever 
held in the states, will he maintained. 

While the general admission will give all privi- 
leges. every part of the grounds will he policed and 
whatever betting is allowed will be made merely 
an incident to the racing. 

After a conference held yesterday between Mana- 
ger Murphy and A. B. Wheeler. Jr., the Louisiana 
Jockey Club agreed to paint the grandstand and pad- 
dock in oil ami the work will be started in the next 
few days so that tlu* grounds will soon be one of 
the show places of the south. 

It was said to have been an old trick in the 
civil war when the rival trenches were close to- 
gether, to draw the rifle fire of the enemy hy 
placing a cap on a bayonet aud holding it above the 
trench. Mr. Murphy used these tactics yesterday 
when he wired to Joe McLennan at Laurel, Md., 
asking him wliat in his opini< n would lie the num- 
ber of -horses necessary to take care of here from 
that section. 

The answer shot the cap off the bayonet. It read: 
’’Impossible to say on such short notice, but feel 
positive that the owners of 400 horses will want to 
ra<*e from this section alone.” 

On top of that in the late mail came a letter 
from Jack CamplH*ll at Latonia asking in addition 
to what he lias sent stalls for J. B. Itespess, A. W. 
llouts. Jack Weaver. J. 11. Nieliols, T. M. Irvin, W. 
H. Frey. W. R. Sallee and W. Covingtou. 

Mr. Murphy at once took the matter tip with 
President Keiinyson ami from now on there will he 
some busy times at the fair grounds, building new 
stalls to take care of the extraordinary demand. 

What the Business Men’s Racing Association is 
facing now is the problem that the hotel men and 
owners of txiarding houses in the city will have to 
face at no distant date. Unless all signs fail. New 
Orleans will be called on to take care of more 
p<*ople this winter than ever in its history. — New 
Orleans Picayune of October 16. 



H0NEYW00D COMING OVER TO NEVADA. 



Some months ago. in furtherance of liis determina- 
tion to make his Nevada establishment a breeding 
farm of the fifst rank, George W. Wingfield con- 
cluded to buy an Englisn stallion of high class rac- 
ing credentials and ultra-fashionable breeding. On 
consideration, last year’s St. Leger winner, Black 
Jester was selected and negotiations for his pur- 
chase opened. His owner. J. B. Joel, was willing 
to sell and, after some correspondence, the price of 
$35,000 was agreed upon and the deal was closed 
subject to the condition that the colt w-as to pass 
through a veterinary examination satisfactorily. 
In a letter Mr. Joel said that hut for the conditions 
brought about by the war, he would never have con- 
sidered an offer of less than $100,000 for Black 
Jester. 

Mr. Wingfield sent his ageut. Mr. M. P. Guilliams 
aud his veterinary. Dr. Bamtwrger, to England to 
conduct the examination agreed upon, as well as to 
purchase other horses for the Nevada turfmen and 
breeder. Evidently Black Jester fail«*d to pass tin* 
tests agreed upon, for tin* deal fell through and 
Mr. Guilliams instead of taking the colt, purchased 
the less noted colt Honey wood from Sol Joel for the 
reported price of 3.000 guineas, or $15,000. Both 
colts are sons of Polymelus, so the only difference 
In breeding conies through their dams. Black Jester 
being from Absurdity, by Melton, while Honey wood 
is from Honey Bird, by Friar’s Balsam, aud is 
probably the better -bred horse of the two. 

In raciug merit Black Jester w-as superior to 
Honey wood, but the latter w as a good racer and won 
.the ('aterham Plate, Nottinghamshire Foal Stakes, 
Buckenliain Stakes and Boscawen Stakes when a 
two-yetar-old. and the following year won the Cam- 
bridgeshire Handicap, beating among others. Am- 
liassador, Diadiitneuos. Black Jester, Maiden Erlegh, 
Nassau. Santni and the American horses Outram 
and Cheerful. Iloneywood is a brown iu color and 
desorilied as a charming horse to look at and beauti- 
fully balanced. Undoubtedly he should prove an 
acquisition of gr#*at value and is probably now on 
bis long journey to liis future home. His dam. 
Honey Bird, died the year he was foaled. She was 
a haif-sister to the Cesarewitch winner Wargrave, 
as well as to Maid of the Mint, dam of the Epsom 
Derby winner Spearmint.

NEW AUSTRALIAN RACING INVENTION. 



How often one sees a horse going well in a race 
at one moment, and looking to have a big chance, 
only to Ik* in difficulties immediately afterwards. 
In many cases the explanation forthcoming is that 
the saddle slipped, or. as in the instance of Epsom 
Lad in the Eclipse Stakes, that it broke, his rider, 
Gomez, holding it together with one hand, and, 
despite this drawback, succeeding in winning the 
race by a head from Ian, which in turn was only 
a head in front of Disgnise. Bor one race won 
in such circumstances, however, many are lost. 
Mishaps of the kinil are mostly due either to the 
undue strain caused by tight girthing, or to the 
horse swelling himself out when being saddled, 
and thus counteracting the endeavor to girth him 
up sufficiently. Hitherto, moreover, tight girthing 
has been responsible for various evils, girth-gall 
for example, while in many cases the pressure of 
the girth, by preventing the respiratory organs 
from having full play, means all the difference 
between winning anil losing races. Many horses 
that have gained a reputation for un trust w-orthiness, 
thanks to a simple invention that comes from 
Australia, have redeemed their past out there hy 
winning races, especially races run over a long 
distance of ground, in which ai*solutc freedom in 
breathing is all the more requisite. 

The invention, which lias lieen patented by Messrs. 
Watson and Gutmann in most countries, is, like 
all gixnl things, so simple that one wonders no 
one lias thought of it liefore, for it consists only 
in a few inches of strong elastic let into the 
webbing of the girths, surcingles, and rollers. 
This elastic is of double the strength of the 
webbing, and it does away with the necessity of 
extremely light girthing. At the same time, as 
can lie readily appreciated, it allows the horse his 
natural breathing expansion, thus enabling him to 
travel faster and last longer than when tightly 
girthed in the ordinary way. One might just as 
well expect a pedestrian to win races if tightly 
laced up in a corset as for horses to score despite 
the disadvantages arising out of girths drawn, as 
one at times sees them, so tightly as to divide 
the barrel-line into two distinct parts. The new 
invention has been given every trial both in jump- 
ing and flat racing in Australia, w-itli eminently 
satisfactory results. In addition to reducing the 
i treasure, and thereby conducing to the comfort of 
horses, it minimizes tin* chances of girth gall and 
of the souring of their tempers. The whole idea of 
the patent girth seems to be so good that in the 
interests of our thoroughbreds, and also hunters and 
steeplechasers, it may he well to mention that many 
of the best-known trainers in Australia have adopted 
it. — London Siwrtsman. 



T«xi Sloan will shortly appear in Loudon in vaude- 
ville as the hero of a racing play. 

A. T. Wagstaff, handlcapper to the Pretoria Rac- 
ing Club, has joined the Pretoria Company of the 
South African Overseas Contingent. 

The smart four-year-old Flying Orb has been 
taken out of training and the son of Orby — Stella 
has left Oghourne far his owner’s stud at Bally - 
kisteen. near Limerick Junction, where he will 
make liis deubt next year as a sire. Santoi and 
Rarcadaiie are the others sires at that stud. When 
in training the son of Orby won several high-class 
Saves, including the Portland Plate at Doncaster 
and tlie Stewards* Plate at Liverpool. 

Silver Star, vet another useful two-year-old out 
of J. B. Joel’s Doris, made his dehut in the 
Boscawen Stakes at Newmarket. September 29, and 
although he was beaten, it was only by the shortest 
of heads that he failed to land the odds laid upon 
him. Silver Star is a youngster of shapely dimen- 
sions. having more reach aliout him than White 
Star, and not so “stuffy,” while he moves with 
machine-like precision. Sunstar was by Sundridge 
and Silver Star being by a son of Sundridge he 
is. therefore, three-parts brother to the Derby 
winner. 

At Ramlwiek nowadays the training track gallops 
recorded at all distances are much faster than in 
comparison to races than, say. twenty years ago. 
The difference in training shoes is responsible, the 
grip given bv the generally -adopted concave shoe 
enabling a horse to act much better than with the 
old-style flat shoe. Discussing the matter at Rand- 
wick recently P. Nolan remarked that experience 
had proved to him that with the weight of iron 
actually th© same, a horse could gallop a mile 
nearly three seconds faster with concave than with 
flat shoes. At Randwiek. flat aud heavy shoes went 
right out of favor after R. J. Mason cleared the 
lxiard with ids lightly-sbod New Eeland team in 
1 *.h» 5. Mason who was a smart runner in his 
early da vs— aud is not too slow for au old *uii 
now probably looked at it that he never ran in 
hlneher lioots* when trainiug. and applied the same 
principle to his horses.— Sydney Referee. 



MUSKET AND ST. SIMON IN GERMANY. 



One of the most successful native-bred stallions 
in Germany is Fels, whose stock won four races 
out of seven at Hoppegarten recently. Bred hy 
the Hcrren von Weinlierg in 1903, Fels is by Han- 
nibal out of the famous mare Festa (dam in this 
country of Salute). Sold to go to Germany, Festa, 
a sister Desmond, produced various great winners 
for the Weinberg stable, inclusive of Festino, Fels, 
Fabula. etc. Two of the four winners by Fels 
were threc-y ear-olds and the other two juveniles. 
Fels is by Hannibal, one of the best stallions that 
Germany has produced. The breeding of Hannibal 
is interesting, for he was got by Traclienberg (hy 
Filibuster out of Dirt Cheap) out of Zama. a mare 
bred by the late Dowager Duchess of Montrose, hy 
Hermit out of Sonsie Queen, by Musket. The mat- 
ing of Hannibal with Festa therefore brought to- 
gether the blood of Musket and St. Simon, a blend 
which has over and over again done big things in 
this country and also in Australia. — “Vigilant” in 
London Sportsman.

WORK IN PROGRESS AT TIA JUANA. 



Plans for the launching of a race meeting at Tia 
Juana, Lower California, under the rules of the New 
York Jockey Club, are taking definite form. Ac 
cording to George Crowley, a local hotel man who 
has just returned from the scene of th** new race 
track, a meeting will Ik* held in San Francisco to 
bring together all the parties interested iu tlie pro- 
ject and to perfect an organization and settle all de- 
tails. 

Crowley declares that work of construction is lad- 
ing rushed on the new track at Tia Juana. At 
present there are seventy-five scrapers and teams 
and close to 400 men at work. Th© contractor has 
been offered a bonus of $5,000 if the track is com- 
pleted in sixty days. If all goes well with the 
work tentative plans are to o|sen a 100-day meeting 
on Christmas or New Year’s day. 

“The efforts to make Tia Juana a winter racing 
center is not a fly-by-night scheme to make a clean- 
up.” explains Crowley. “We are endeavoring to 
interest all substantial turfmen who have the inter- 
ests of the thoroughbred at heart to join in tin* 
movement to launch the game on a sound, clean 
business basis. Alberto Madero has tlie concession 
from the Mexican government anil the conditions 
are such that we can restore racing in the proper 
manner. 

“It is our plan to conduct the meeting under tlie 
rules of the New Y'ork Jockey Club and if possible 
secure its officials to see that the races are run 
right. Tia Juana is located hut fifteen miles from 
San Diego and it is only a short ride to get there. 
I spent a week or so there and everything is going 
along to get the track into shape. There arc a 
number of horsemen already at Tia Juana and w«* 
expect plenty of horses when we announce dur 
plans sliortly. — San Francisco Chronicle of October 15.

Tlie next year 
she won the Equality Stakes again and also the 
Brighton Mile. She was gifted with great speed 
and numbers the mighty sprinter Koseheii among 
Per victims. Two of her daughters. Alster Cr**s< 
aud Bellefontaine. won good races in England. 
Her racing was done under the name of - Sidney 
Paget, bet in reality she was always the property 
of J. B. ilaggiu.

The Jockey Club Stakes, run at Newmarket Sep- 
temlier 50 ami won by Lanins, was of the net 
value of $37,20U and the richest stake ra<*e of 
1915 iu Kuglu ud. Concerning it Ianidou Sporting 
Life of the next day said: 

’’Apart from the Eclipse Stakes, which has been 
an unqualified success fnau its inception, it is 
doubtful whether tin* various ten thousand pound 
races have proved the attractions anticipated. Tin* 
Princess of Wales Stakes, which was instituted in 
the same year as the Jockey Club Stakes, lias during 
later years l»een considerably reduced in value, but 
the latter event remains one of the two most valu- 
able prizes to In* won during the season. This 
Jockey Club Stakes, which st<<od out on yesterday’s 
card, lias at times produosl good contests and 
fallen to famous horses, but at others the race has 
lteeu chiefly distiuguislied 1 * 3 ' its value. 

’’Among the greatest of the winners associated 
with it was the first. This was Captain ‘Harry’

Velasquez ami Clielandry. the following year, was 
well above tlie average in |*ofnt of merit, while Ids 
immediate su«s*essor. Cyllene. was unquestionably 
the ltest three-year- -old of the year in which Jed- 
dah sc** red a surprise win iu the Derby. Cyllene 
was followed l*v another champion iu Flying lex; 
but Disguise, Pietermaritzburg and Rising Class 
were of somewhat inferior quality. Then we come 
to that splendid filly. Sceptre, which made a hack 
of the odds on favorite. K**ck Sand, Sir Janies Mil- 
ler’s triple-crown winner, however. compe!isat«*d his 
owner by taking the prize a twelvemonth later. 
wh<n there was no Sceptre in the field. Iu » ,or4 ’ 
recent .vears tin* most famous winners have included 
Leiulterg. Stedfast ami Prime Palatine. Cantilever 
was likewise a pretty g«**d «*olt when he upset the 
odds laid on Tracery two years ago. following this 
up by carrying off the Cambridgeshire.
